Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 and 13-33 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior art of 
record, Brandorff, cited by the examiner taken alone or in combination with ay other references 
fails to teach an illumination lamp disposed within the shroud to illuminate the computer- 
readable code at an angle chosen in a manner to avoid specular reflection of light from the 
illumination lamp of the surface to the imaging camera, means of coupling a shroud to a surface 
of an electronic display to exclude ambient light from the computer-readable code, measuring 
light from the electronic display with the photodetector to determine whether the electronic 
display is an emissive display, a specific method and structure for determining the an aspect ratio 
of a barcode and if said ratio is outside of the pre-selected limits, scaling the digitized image to 
create a scale virtual image with scaled barcode elements having aspect ratios within the pre- 
selected limits. The limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention 
were not shown by the prior art of record.
